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— Islands of the World meet in *86 


Island nations from around the world 
are sending representatives to Victoria 
next month to participate in the first 
international conference ever held to 
discuss concerns of island communities. 

The Conference of Islands of the 
World, sponsored by UVic, Islands ’86, 
Malaspina College and North Island 
College, will be on campus May 8 to 10. 

Governors, deputy prime ministers, 
senior executive of corporations, small 
business owners and individuals from 
islands including Trinidad, Fiji, Papua 
New Guinea, Japan, Hawaii, Tahiti, 
Scotland, American Samoa, Bermuda, 
Bahamas and England will be at UVic 
to examine issues affecting islands 
development. 

The first day of the conference. May 8, 
will concentrate on the history of island 
nations and communities, in particular 
Vancouver Island, Fiji, and Trinidad 
and the Island of Mauritius. 

The theme of the second day will be 
Islands Present, with an investigation 
into technology and economic 
development appropriate to island 
societies today. 

The third day of the conference will 
look at island societies from a futuristic 
perspective, taking into account 
problems of growth and development 
that may occur. 

Papers on the issues under 


consideration will be presented during 
each morning of the conference, and 
panel discussions will be held in the 
afternoons. 

Among the personalities attending the 
sessions will be Bengt Danielssen, 
veteran of the Kon Tiki raft expedition 
and author and journalist, who has lived 
in Tahiti for 33 years. A world authority 
on French nuclear and thermo nuclear 
tests in the Pacific Islands, Danielssen 
will participate in the afternoon panel 
discussion on nuclear issues affecting 
islands, on May 10. 

Another panel discussion on May 10 
will focus on land tenure and the 
question of aboriginal rights. Those 
participating will include David 
Lowenthal, professor of geography at 
University College in London, England, 
who has written extensively on West 
Indian social issues. Mrs. Edith Radl- 
Kawai, an expert on Hawaiian land 
claims by aboriginal peoples, will also 
attend. 

Other panel topics will include 
communications and transportation, 
energy and resources, small power/big 
power relations, education, fisheries, 
tourism, small business development, 
women’s issues, and ethnic relations. 

'Dr. Bryan Farrell, author of Hawaii: 
The Legend that Sells, will be chairman 
of the panel on tourism on May 9 and will 


present a paper at the Islands Present 
session that morning. Farrell was the 
founding chairman of the UVic 
Geography Department and is now 
professor of geography with the board of 
environmental studies at the University 
of California. His interests and research 
focus on tourism, land development and 
change in the Pacific Basin. 

Dr. James Boutillier, head of the 
Department of History and Political 
Economy at Royal Roads Military 
College, adjunct professor in the UVic 
Centre for Pacific and Oriental Studies, 
and one of the conference planners, will 
present a paper on “Fiji in the 1880s”, 
during the Islands Past session May 8. 
The thrust of the historical session will 
be an analysis of the impact of primary 
industries on island territories. 

Dr. Peter Baskerville of the UVic 
History Department will presents paper 
on “Vancouver Island in the 1880s and 
1980s and Dr. Kusha Haraksingh of £he 
University of West Indies, Trinidad, will 
speak on “Trinidad and the Island of 
Mauritius in the 1880s”. 

During the Islands Future session 
May 10, the ten trends outlined by John 
Naisbitt in the hook Megatrends will be 
studied as they relate to the islands of 
the world. A central question is whether 
islands can compete successfully for 
lightweight, information-based 


exportable industries in the age of 
technology. 

Papers will be presented at the Islands 
Future session by Dr. Terry McGee, 
Director of the Institute for Asian 
Research at the University of British 
Columbia, Dr. Koji Tair of the 
University of Urbana, Illinois, and Dr. 
Robert C. Kiste, Director of the Pacific 
Islands Study Program at the 
University of Hawaii. 

To make it possible for every interes¬ 
ted Vancouver Island resident and 
representatives of non-profit commu¬ 
nity organizations to attend, the spon¬ 
sors of the conference are offering a $75 
Passport to the Conference to island 
residents. 

The Passport includes entrance to all 
plenary and workshop presentations, 
entrance to an island film festival featu¬ 
ring historical and current films from 
the Pacific region, and entrance to a cele¬ 
bration of island cultures including tra¬ 
ditional songs and dances from the 
islands of the world.

Regular registration fees are $50 for stu¬ 
dents, $65 for associate participants, $90 
for a daily rate, and $200 for a full 
participant.

Dr. Robert Lawrence may have officially 
retired from UVic but that hasn’t 
stopped him from becoming one of this 
university’s leading ambassadors of 
good will. 

Lawrence, who retired from the 
English Department in June of 1985, will 
have spoken 19 times on behalf of the 
UVic Speakers Bureau by the time the 
1985-86 Bureau year ends. 

He shrugs off his accomplishment but 
Lawrence has played a major role in the 
Bureau’s most successful year, with 
more than 160 speaking engagements by 
UVic faculty and staff since September. 

“Since I am retired I have more time, 
particularly in the afternoons,” he 
explains. “I’ve been a member of the 
Bureau for five years now and I believe it 
is one of the best ways for the university 
to reach out into the community. The 
Bureau certainly spreads an awareness 
about the institution.” 

Most of the time, Lawrence presents 
travel-slide shows on Kenya, Eg 3 q)t and 
England. Through his presentations, he 
has been able to make people more aware 
of issues such as conservation. He is also 
able to take people oti a slide tour of 
English churches, pubs and 
countrysides. 

Lawrence has spoken to Rotary and 
Kiwanis clubs, church groups and at the 
YM-YWCA and public library. He has 
also spoken many times at senior 
citizens’ groups (“a tough audience”) 
and at conferences. 

He has a simple recipe for keeping his 
listeners interested. Know your 
audience; involve your audience; invite 
response and be aware of time 
limitations. 

While continuing with his Speakers 
Bureau engagements, Lawrence is also 
continuing with his research which 
involves English actors touring in 
Canada. 

He plans to continue with the Bureau 
in 1986-87. “I enjoy the people I meet and 
I find it a good stimulus and often 
challenging.” He adds that the 
enthusiasm of Claire Douglas, the

Retired professor makes 
most speeches 



















It is a pleasure to present the second Arts Letter from the 
Faculty of Fine Arts at the University of Victoria. While 
the present state of financing for provincial universities 
has not permitted the Faculty to grow, it is obvious from 
this Letter that this has been an extremely active year 
for the entire Faculty, whose members have 
demonstrated in many ways the national and 
international stature that the Faculty enjoys. The 
number of awards and other recognitions received by 
faculty members has been most impressive. Similarly, 
the success of our students in receiving major grants and 
scholarships is a demonstration both of their talents and 
the vitality of the Faculty itself. We have also had the 
pleasant task and honour this year of welcoming the 
distinguished Canadian writer Peter C. Newman as a 
faculty member in the Department of Creative Writing. 

We have also been active in other areas, most notably 
in our ongoing research into the economic impact of the 
arts and cultural industries in the greater Victoria area. 
Having established with solid data that this is a $50 
million industry, we are now concerned with 
demonstrating to business and government the vital role 
that the arts play in a modern, diversified economy. On 
February 19 the University sponsored a day-long 
Conference — the Business of the Arts — in which six 
speakers presented various aspects of this investigation: 
they were followed by two of Canada’s leading cultural 
figures, Mavor Moore and Peter C. Newman, who 
presented summary papers. The Conference generated a 
great deal of public attention but is only the beginning of 
a long-term effort in which the Faculty of Fine Arts will 
continue to play a leading role. 


This year’ll Festival of Fine Arts — the fourth since 
1983 — was a resounding success, and you will find a 
lively description of it here. A multi-media and 
interdisciplinary event of this sort — completely 
organized by students — is obviously superb training for 
future arts administrators, one of the career paths 
followed by many of our graduates, and it has been 
heartening to see both the growth of the Festival and the 
regional and national attention it now receives. 

The Festival is one aspect of the Faculty’s substantial 
outreach to the community, and the hundreds of cultural 
events offered by the Faculty help to make it one of the 
most accessible areas in the University. As part of our 
outreach, the Faculty is now proposing to offer a 
Diploma program in Fine Arts that will make available 
to the wider public a broad range of courses in the theory, 
appreciation, and history of the arts. If we receive 
necessary approval for this new program, it will go into 
effect early in 1987. 

The School of Music devoted the month of March, 
1986, to Beethoven: numerous concerts and lectures 
presenting his work came to a stunning conclusion in a 
three-day symposium that brought internationally 
renowned music scholars together here to present papers 
and exchange research findings. This major event was 
one of the highlights of this academic year. 

In order to present information about the FacuUy more 
effectively, we have recently completed a FACTBOOK, 
a 44-page booklet that presents snort oiograpmes oi 
faculty members, information about programs and 
facilities, a section on career options for graduates and 
on the actual careers of ten recent graduates, and data 


about the economic role of the arts in our society. The 
FACTBOOK is being distributed to other institutions; 
to individuals in the media, government, and business; 
and to prospective students and their families, and we 
would be pleased to send it to any of our readers who 
would like to see it. We have also completed a lively and 
engaging ten-minute video documentary about the 
Faculty. 

I would like to acknowledge and thank two individuals 
who have served the Faculty with distinction as 
administrators over the past six year—Prof. Paul Kling, 
Director of the School of Music, and Dr. Charles Wicke, 
Chairman of the Department of History in Art. 
Although I know that both are pleased to be returning to 
full-time activity as professors, they deserve the thanks 
of the Faculty for all they have done during these 
difficult years. I would like to welcome as well the new 
Director of the School of Music, Dr. Gordana Lazarevich, 
and the new Chairman of History in Art, Dr. John 
Osborne. 

This Arts Letter has been produced by Ms. Mary 
Bracht, a student in Creative Writing. It covers the 
period from October, 1984, to September, 1985; in a 
faculty of this size and complexity it is not possible to list 
every achievement of all the faculty members, but we 
hope that this publication will help readers understand 
something about the diversity and dynamism of the 
Faculty.

Faculty members in the Department of Creative Writing 
have given readings in many countries of the world, and 
have had their works published and produced on radio, 
stage and film. Marilyn Bowering, Jack Hodgins 
and Robin Skelton were asked by the Department of 
External Affairs to read from their works in Australia 
and New Zealand, Norway and Sweden respectively. In 
the spring of 1985, Marilyn Bowering attended the 
International Literature Festival at Canberra before 
going on to give readings in New Zealand. In April, 
Jack Hodgins was in Oslo promoting a book of 
Canadian short stories that had been translated into 
Norwegian, and which had sold 11,000 copies prior to 


publication. Robin Skelton was in Sweden in late 1984 
to give readings at various universities and professional 
writers groups. As a result of his tour Skelton had several 
poems published in Swedish periodicals. 

Faculty members were also active giving readings, 
delivering speeches and running special workshops 
throughout North America. Chairman of the 
Department, W.D. Valgardson, was writer-in¬ 
residence at Red Deer College in March, 1985. In May, 
Valgardson gave a fiction reading at the University of 
Alberta, and in October he gave fiction readings at 
Grand Prairie Regional College and Grant McEwan 
College, Edmonton. He also delivered a speech on ‘‘Co¬ 


operative Education and Creative Writing” at a 
conference in Winnipeg and ran a workshop entitled 
“Radio Drama In the Classroom”. Jack Hodgins did 
readings in Vancouver and at the National Library in 
Ottawa, and joined the editorial board of The Malahat 
Review. Robin Skelton gave a reading and a seminar 
at the Writer’s Guild of Alberta’s annual general 
meeting and in April 1985, Leonard Angel had a 
reading of Eleanor Marx at the Writer’s Theatre in New 
York, where he returned in June for further readings of 
his work. 

Faculty members have also had works produced in 
film, radio and on stage. Valgardson’s feature-length 
movie Gentle Sinners was broadcast by the CBC in 
January, 1985, and h#B since been sold to the United 
Kingdom, Scandinavia, South Africa and Australia. In 
December 1984, his radio play The Cave was also 
broadcast by the CBC. Two plays by Lawrence Russell 
were broadcast on the CBC: The Golden Triangle, and 
Winter Surf. Robin Skelton’s interview with John 
Weldon on “Halloween and Witchcraft” for Broadcast 
News Limited was broadcast on 500 radio stations in 
Canada. Skelton’s book Talismanic Magic, published by 
Samuel Wieser of New Jersey, also appeared during this 
time. Leonard Angel had several works produced in 
live theatre, including Eleanor Marx which had a 
successful six-week run at the Bathhouse Theatre in 
Seattle. In February 1985, Angel collaborated with 
choreographer Gisa Cole on Six of One which was 
performed in Mixed Media Marriages at the Waterfront 
Theatre, Vancouver, in April, 1985. Mixed Media 
Marriages was presented as part of the annual 
DuMaurier Festival, and the Capilano Review devoted 
its fall 1985 issue to documenting the creation of Six of 
One. In May 1985, Angel was commissioned to write The 
Big Mix, a musical theatre piece with music by William 
Skolnik for the Vancouver Playhouse, and in September 
1985 Angel’s Incident after Antietam was presented at 
the Fringe Festival, Vancouver. 

Several members of the faculty had new works 
published or accepted for publication during the 1984-85 
academic year. W.D. Valgardson’s short story Money 
was published in Quarry Magazine, and a second short 
story, Gud er ikke fiskeoppsynsmann, was published in 
Denmark. Valgardson’s article Capturing a Dream 
came out in the January 5,1985 T.V. Guide. Dr. David 
Godfrey, owner and director of research at Press 
Porcepic, brought out the fourth edition of Gutenberg 
Two and is working on a new, laser-printed edition of 
Empire and Communications by Harold Innis. Derk 
Wynand had several poems and “fictions” published in 
True North Down Under, Canadian Literature, Descant, 
Quarry and the Malahat Review. Wynand also 
translated from the German Green-Sealed Message and

Artmann, published by Quartet Books of London, 
England. Marilyn Bowering had her collection of 
poems, The Sunday Before Winter shortlisted for a 
Gk)vernor Generafs Award. Jack Hodgins has had 
several short stories translated into Hungarian, 
Norwegian, Italism, German, and Russian, and one book 
translated into Dutch. His short story Crossings, set on a 
B.C. ferry, was published in the February 1985 
Vancouver Magazine. Hodgins also sold his rough 
copies, rejected manuscripts and early drafts of various 
works to the National Library of Canada, Literary 
Manuscripts division of archives. Collected Longer 
Poems by Robin Skelton was put out by Sono Nis 
Press, £md Selected Poems of George Faludy, edited and 
translated from the Hungarian by Robin Skelton was 
published by McClelland and Stewart. Skelton also 
wrote feature reviews for the Quill and Quire. Of special 
note are his reviews of Dennis Lee's Anthology of New 
Canadian Poetry, Elspeth Cameron's biography of 
Irving Layton and Irving Layton's memoir. Waiting for 
the Messiah, in the October 1985 issue. 

In February 1985, David Godfrey travelled to the 
University of Bologna to give a talk on computers in 
education in Canada to the Italian National 
Organization of Telematics, and in August 1985 Godfrey 
organized a national conference on electronic 
publishing at UBC for 150 people. Marilyn Bowering 
sat on the jury for the British Airways Commonwealth 





Professional activities of faculty members in Visual 
Arts have included one-person shows, group shows, 
guest lectures, and publications, as well as travel to 
other institutions. Mowry Baden held three one-person 
shows in 1984, one at the Artists Space, New York, 
another at the OR Gallery in Vancouver and a third at 
the Walter Phillips Art Gallery in Banff. In the summer 
of 1985, Baden held a one-person show called Mowry 
Baden Maquettes and Other Preparatory Work 1967-80 
at the Art Gallery of Greater Victoria. In October 1984, 
Baden's work was included in a group show called 
Offset — A Survey of Artists* Books, organized by 
HERA in Wakefield, New Jersey. 

Drawings and water colors by Donald Harvey were 
on exhibit in January and February 1985 at the UBC 
Faculty Club. In October, 1984, an exhibition of 
Harvey's Landscapes from Provence and Victoria 
Gardens was held at the Winchester Gallery in Victoria. 
Les Sasaki had a one-person show in August at the 
Anna Leonowens Art Gallery in Halifax, Nova Scotia. 
The show, entitled Screens, consisted of small gouache 
drawings and oil paintings. George Tiessen held a 
one-person show at the McPherson Library Gallery in 
February 1985. 

Lynda Gammon had a show at the Hamilton Artists 
Incorporation in September-October 1985. Gammon 
received a Canada Council Project Grant for her earlier 
installation at the Surrey Art GgjjJJery in November 1984. 
She also gave a lecture on her work at the Surrey Art 
Gallery during the show. In the spring of 1985, 
Gammon's drawings were shown at the McPherson 
Library Gallery, and in October they were part of a group 
show at the Art Gallery of York University. Elspeth 
Pratt had a shwoing of her wall sculptures at the 
McPherson Library Gallery in November 1984, and a 
showing of her more recent work at the Contemporary 
Art Gallery in Vancouver in October 1985. Her one- 
person exhibition at the Contemporary Art Gallery was 
’ reviewed by Robert Linsley in Vanguard, February 1986. 

Faculty members have given lectures, Rad articles 
published, and have received critical mention in other 
publications. Roland Brener, Chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment (1982-85), gave guest lectures at the Ontario Col¬ 
lege of Art in 1984 and at the University of Ottawa in 
1985. His catalogue essay “Space Invaders" was publis¬ 
hed by the Norman Mackenzie Art Gallery in 1985. Bren¬ 
ner himself received critical mention in Gillian 
MacKay's article entitled “The Forms of Rebellion" in 
Macleans*February 1985 issue. In April, Mowry Baden 
gave a lecture entitled “Sculpture and Foodstuff Impe¬ 
rialism" at the San Francisco Art Institute. With Greg. 
Bellerby and Judith McDowell, Mowry Baden wrote 
“Mowry Baden Maquettes and Other Preparatory Work 
1967-80," published by the Art Gallery of Greater Victo¬ 
ria in the summer of 1985, in conjunction with the afore¬ 
mentioned show at the Gallery. Baden's work also 
received critical mention in the November 9,1984 Cal¬ 
gary Herald and the July 1985 Artweek. 

Faculty members have also received grants and 
awards. Baden has received numerous grants for 
different projects. In 1984, he was one of our recipients of 
the Mark Rothko Foundation Grant at Artists Space, 
New York. He also received a Canada Council Project 
Cost Grant for sidewalk sculptures which were 
exhibited at Artists' Space and a National Endowment 
for the Arts Grant which he has used for various 
projects, but specifically for Going Against the Grain, a 
sculpture for downtown Banff. In 1985, Baden received a 
UVic research grant for work on a sculpture involving 
remotely powered hydraulic parts. 
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Poetry Prize, judging entries from Canada, the 
Caribbean, the Falkland Islands and British 
Antarctica. She was also a judge for the CBC Literary 
Contest and for the Saskatchewan Writer’s Guild. W.D. 
Valgardson was elected National President of the 
Canadian Author's Association at their annual general 
meeting at Brock University in July 1985. In September, 
Valgardson acted as Chairman of a panel called 
‘Darkness and Wild Dreaming” at the National Library, 
Ottawa. The panel was created under the auspices of the 
Multiculturalism Directorate and explored the issue of 
how ethno-cultural heritage influences artistic 
creativity. David Godfrey and Michele Umbracio 
received a major research grant of $256,000 from the 
Department of Communications to build a prototype 
electronic network to link 40 colleges, universities and 
libraries across Canada. The emphasis will be on 
distributing computer graphic material, and the system 
is being expanded this year. A catalogue for the network, 
updated in March 1985, contains listings of materials 
available. 

Several students in the department have been 
successful in having works published. Resolution, a 
short story by Megan Barrington, appeared in the 
January 1986 Fiddlehead. Anne Swannell’s poems 
have appeared in Canadian Literature, Poetry Canada 
Review, and the Anglo-Welsh Review. 


I The growth of the Festival of Fine Arts over the past four 
I years has been “unbelievable,” says festival student co- 
I ordinator Doug Koch. One major objective of the 
I annual festival is to let the people of Victoria see the 
I accomplishments of students in all five departments, 
I and Koch is pleased to see growing involvement from the 
I public sector. This year's festival, held February 15th at 
I the Phoenix Theatre and the MacLaurin Music Wing, 
further strengthened the bond between the university 
and Victoria community. Monday Magazine supported 
the event with a literary supplement based on student 
work. Festival organizers also encouraged involvement 
with the public schools in Victoria. 

The festival involved the participation of 
approximately 350 students in the five departments, and 
hundreds of hours of preparation went into the six-hour 
event. There were poetry and fiction readings, theatre 
demonstrations and dramas, art history lectures, 
musical performances, and exhibits of painting and 
sculpture as well as numerous children’s activities. All 
aspects of the festival were organized by students, 

I including the fund-raising. (The first prize of the 
I Festival Lottery, including a trip to London, England, 

I was won by Creative Writing student and Arts Letter 
I editor Mary Bracht.) Co-ordinator Koch f^ls that the 
I event “nicely fits the definition of a festival. It's 
I wholesome, refreshing, and lively." The increasing 
^ attendance — reaching 4,500 this year — indicates that 
J the public fully agrees. 




Director and Curator of the Maltwood Art Museum and 
Gallery, Professor Martin Segger continued the 
Maltwood's active exhibition program, installing major 
travelling exhibitions and shows drawn from the 
museum's collections and from the community. The 
Maltwood received two major acquisitions in 1985. Eva 
and Derk Wynand donated 21 early works by Herbert 
Siebner, making a substantial contribution to the 
university's collection of contemporary Canadian art. 
The decorative arts collection was enhanced through the 
donation of a 110-piece collection of 18th and 19th- 
century English teawares by Gary White and John 
Veillette of Victoria. Experimental work by the 
Maltwood in the production of video catalogues was 
given national recognition with a $5,000 grant from the 
National Museum of Canada. Titles available so far 
include: Journey of the Spirit: The Life and Art of 
Katharine Maltwood, Flemming Jorgensen: A Twenty- 
Five Year Survey, Basketry of the Pacific North- West 
and Contemporary Traditions: New Work on the North- 
West Coast. The video catalogues have been screened on 
local television channels, the B.C. Knowledge Network 
and in the gallery itsjelf. 

One highlight of the year was the preparation of an 
exhibition by the Maltwood for the Barbican Centre in 
London, England. The exhibition comprised sketches, 
drawings and paintings preparatory to the state portrait 
of Dr. Sir Yehudi Menuhin which was installed May 17, 
1983 in the National Gallery, London. The portrait was 
painted on commission by Victoria artist Dr. Myfanwy 
Pavelic. Both Dr. Pavelic and Sir Yehudi hold honorary 
doctorates in Fine Arts from UVic. The exhibition, 
prepared by the Maltwood Gallery, was supported by the 
Department of External Affairs, Canada, and coincided 
with the Bach Concert series directed by Sir Yehudi at 
the Barbican Centre in May, 1985. 

The Maltwood's exhibitions in the period from October 
1984, to August 1985, have been diverse and well- 
attended, aimed at supporting the needs and interests of 
a variety of departments.

Numerous publications came out of the Department of 
History in Art in the 1984-85 academic year. Dr. 
Charles Wicke, Chairman of the Department, had his 
article “The Mesoamerican Rabbit in the Moon: An 
Influence from Han China?” published in the journal 
Archaeoastronomy in December 1984. Dr. Wicke says 
that it deals with “a complex of cultural traits in Pre¬ 
columbian central Mexico which may indicate early 
Transpacific diffusion.” M.I.T. Press in Cambridge 
accepted Dr. Alan Gowans’ The Comfortable House: 
North American Suburban Architecture 1890-1930 for 
publication. Dr. Siri Gunasinghe had two 
publications come out during this period. “Images of 
Identity: Buddhism and its Arts in South and Southeast 
Asia” was published in Arts of Asia, Hong Kong, 1985. 
“Sanskrit Literary Criticism and the Analysis of the 
Language of Poetry” appeared in Honoring E.F.C. 
Ludowyk: Felicitation Essays, Colombo, 1984. Adjunct 
Professor Jan Hulsker’s book Companions in Fate, a 
700-page double biography on Vincent and Theo van 
Gogh originally published in Dutch, has an English 
version forthcoming in 1986. Dr. Anthony Welch, 
Acting Dean of Fine Arts from July 1st 1985-june 30th 
1987, contributed a lengthy section entitled “Arts of the 
Islamic Book” in Treasures of Islam, published in 
French, Arabic and English by Phillip Wilson and 
Sotheby’s in London. It appeared in conjunction with 
the opening of the exhibition Treasures of Islam at the 
Musee Rath in Geneva in June, 1985, for which Dr. 
Welch selected the manuscripts, calligraphies and 
paintings. The five-volume Dictionary of the Middle 
Ages published by the American Council for Learned 
Societies also contained two articles by Dr. Welch, one on 
the city of Isfahan and the other on Islamic calligraphy. 
Dr. John Osborne was on leave from January - June 
1985 and spent these six months as senior research 
scholar at Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, where he 
translated a medieval text; “Narracio De Mirabilibus 
Urbis Romae”, a 13th century description of classical 
buildings and statues in Rome. In the summer of 1985, 
Dr. Osborne’s paper “Were the Roman Catacombs 
Abandoned in the Ninth Century A.D.?” appeared in the 
Transactions of the Third Canadian Conference of 
Medieval Art Historians. Dr. Osborne was also a 
contributor in ‘The Malcove Collection Catalogue,” 
University of Toronto Press, 1985. Dr. Judith Patt 
reviewed four books on ancient Indian architecture in 
The Design Book Review, Fall 1984. 

Faculty members were invited to give many papers 
and guest lectures. Dr. Siri Gunasihghe gave the 
keynote address at the Exhibition of Sri Lankan Arts 
and Crafts at the Hawaii State Library in April, 1986. In 
November 1985, Dr. Anthony Welch gave a paper at a 
conference called “Islamic Epigraphy in India”, funded 
by the Smithsonian Institute, and held at the University 
of Iowa. Dr. Welch also lectured on the relationship 
between Islamic art and science at the “Art and Science” 
conference funded by the National Endowment for the 
Humanities at Williams College, Williamstown, 
Massachusetts in October 1984. In November, 1984, Dr. 
Alan Gowans gave one paper called “Reasons for the 
Gothic Style at Notre Dame (La Paroisse) Montreal” to 
the Universities Art Association of Canada, and another 
called “The Nature of Cultural History: Lewis Mumford 
and the Avant-Garde Establishment” for the Museum of 
Science series of “The City in History” in Rochester, 
N.Y. Dr. Gowans also spoke on the “Social Functions of 
the Popular/Commercial Arts” for the Faculty of Fine 
Arts lecture series on the Popular Arts, UVic. In 
December 1984, Dr. Gowans addressed the Friends of the 
National Gallery, Ottawa, on “Museums and Galleries 
in the Modern World.” Dr. John Osborne was also 
active in giving papers and public lectures, both in 
Canada and in Britain during his residence there in 
1985. In February 1985, he gave a public lecture called 
“M agister Gregorious and the Connoisseurship of 
Classical Antiquities in 12th Century Rome” at the 
University of London, England, and at the University of 
East Anglia. In May 1985 Dr. Osborne gave a public 
lecture related to his work on S. Maria Antiqua at 
Cambridge University. Dr. Osborne also lectured at the 
National Gallery of Canada, Carleton University and 
UBC in November, 1984. 

In the summer of ’85, Dr. Elizabeth Tumasonis 
received a faculty research grant to research the 19th 
century German painter Anselm Feuerbach. In the fall 
of ’85 Dr. Tumasonis gave a lecture series on Picasso for 
University Extension. Dr. Alan Gowans gave several 
papers; one at the College Art Association meetings in 
Los Angeles in February ’85, another at a joint sympo¬ 
sium of John Hopkins University and the Center for 
Advanced Study in the Visual Arts, Washington, and a 
third at a colloquium on the Preservation of Traditional 
Cultures, East-West Center, at the University of Hawaii. 
In October ’85 Dr. Gowans delivered a paper on “Avant 
Garde and Kitsch” at Tufts University. In March ’85, 
Dr. John Osborne gave a paper called “The Atrium 
Murals of S. Maria Antiqua, Rome”, at the Canadian 
Conference of Medieval Art Historians at Laval Univer¬ 
sity, and in October ’85 presented “Wall Painting as 
Evidence for Renewed Roman Contacts with Byzantium 
circa 850-880 A.D.” at the Byzantine Studies Conference 
at the University of Toronto.

Faculty members in the Department of Theatre have 
continued making significant contributions in all areas 
of Canadian theatre as directors, actors, guest lecturers, 
production consultants, and technicians. Several 
members have also been active in writing and 
publishing academic works. Dr. Alan Hughes is the 
only Canadian editing a volume of the New Cambridge 
Shakespeare: he is responsible for “Titus Andronicus”. 
His three-part paper on 18th century art and acting style 
has been accepted for publication by the Society for 
Theatre Research of London, England, and an article on 
theatre lighting is soon to appear in Theatre Survey. In 
co-operation with the office of the Dean of Fine Arts, Dr. 
Murray Edwards conceived the idea and co-ordinated 
the efforts for How to Run a Non-Profit Society, a 
resource book written for arts councils and community 
groups. 

Professor Juliana Saxton delivered a paper called 
“Role Playing and the Development of Language” to the 
American Theatre Association Convention in Toronto, 
and gave a workshop on “Ensemble Drama” at the 1985 
conference of the Association of British Columbia 
Drama Educators. She led a second workshop at the 
same conference, called “Tension and Questioning in 
Drama.” Dr. Michael Booth, Chairman of the 
department, presented a paper titled “Pictorial Acting 
and Ellen Terry” at the University of Leicester in 
September 1984. This paper has since been accepted for 
publication. In February 1985, Dr. Booth delivered a 
guest lecture at UBC entitled “What is Popular 
Theatre?” John Krich, Harvey Miller and Linda 
Hardy gave a presentation entitled “University of 
Victoria’s Phoenix Summer Theatre: 14 Seasons of 
Student Repertory — Ungins ana revolution at tne 
American Theatre Association Convention in August 
1985. Five Australian universities collectively invited 
Alan Hughes to do a three-week lecture tour in the 
summer of 1985. Dr. Hughes gave 25 hours of lectures 
and workshops on such topics as “Art and 18th-Century 
Acting” at the University of Newcastle, “Henry Irving” 
at Macquarie and Monash Universities and melodrama 
workshops at the Universities of New South Wales and 
La Trobe. Linda Hardy was a consultant and 
workshop leader for Mixed Company Theatre’s 
production of Bad Apples in Toronto, and in the summer 
of 1985 Murray Edwards taught a special class on 
Canadian Theatre which began at UVic and ended up at 
the Shaw Festival, Ontario. 

Faculty members were also involved in directing, 
acting and producing for both stage and screen. For the 
Phoenix Theatre, Michael Booth directed Arabian 
Nights, Alan Hughes directed Double Bill and John 
Krich directed Tin-Types. Kaz Piesowocki directed 


Two Acts Without Words and Solange and Linda 
Hardy directed Lovers. For the Jean Cocteau Repertory 
Theatre in New York City, Giles Hogya was director 
and designer for The Importance of Being Ernest in 
January 1985, lighting designer for Six Characters In 
Search of an Author in October 1985 and lighting 
designer for Lunin. The September 1985 opening of 
Lunin marked the North American premiere of this 
U.S.S.R. play by Edvard Radzinsky. The Mousetrap, 
directed by John Krich for Erica Productions, enjoyed 
an eight-week run last summer at the McPherson 
Theatre, and John Krich and Linda Hardy both 
performed in the Bastion Theatre's recent production ot 
The Last Real Summer by Warren Graves. Harvey 
Miller can be seen as the railroad detective in the film 
The Journey of Natty Gann, and Juliana Saxton 
appeared in the CBC-West German co-production of 
Anne of Green Gables which was broadcast in 
December 1985 on the CBC. Irene Pieper has done 
make-up and costumes for various T.V. commercials 
and in November 1984 she worked wardrobe on Year of- 
the Dragon while it was shooting in B.C. Pieper also 
designed costumes for The Mousetrap at the 
McPherson, and Arabian Nights, Double Bill, Lovers 
and As You Like It at the Phoenix. The University of 
Victoria Television Productions in association with the 
Peace Child Film Project Committee produced a 
documentary video of Kaleidoscope Theatre’s successful 
Peace Child performance. Dr. Murray Edwards was 
the executive producer for Peace Child which premiered 
October 24, 1985 during a special presentation in the 
MacLaurin auditorium. 

Members of the department have been active in 
technical theatre. Giles Hogya was lighting designer 
for the Mime Theatre of Canada’s 1984 North American 
Tour, and scenographer for the Richmond Gateway 
Theatre’s One More Time in April 1985. Willie Heslup 
has done set design for the Phoenix Theatre and for 
professional theatre companies across Canada. For the 
Phoenix, Heslup designed sets for Double Bill and As 
You Like It, and in 1984 he did the set for the Governor- 
General Award-winning play Quiet In The Land for the 
Manitoba Theatre Centre. Sweeney Todd, staged by the 
Bastion Theatre in March 1985, featured scenic and 
costume design by Willie Heslup, and some of Heslup’s 
work was presented in a design exhibition in the 
Phoenix lobby in the spring of 1985. In July 1985, set 
designer Bill West officially retired from teaching. West 
came to UVic full-time in 1973, and did his first set 
designs for the university in the army huts. The last 
production West designed for the department was Fool 
for Love in October 1984. West most recently designed 
the set for Bastion Theatre’s Painting Churches.

The School of Music continued the outstanding 
professional activity in performance, composition, and 
scholarship that make it one of the most important 
university centres of music in Canada. Professor Paul 
Kling, Director of the School of Music, played solo violin 
in a Mozart concert given by the Kobe Chamber 
Orchestra in Japan in December 1985. Kling also 
performed various works during 1985 commemorating 
the anniversary of the birth of J.S. Bach in 1685, 
including the Bach Double Concerto with the Victoria 
Symphony, and the Chaconne, performed at the 
university and also at the McGill Bach Symposium in 
Montreal. In June 1985, Kling performed Beethoven's 
last Violin Sonata with Prof. Robin Wood, pianist, at 
the Learned Societies Conference in Montreal, and in 
August he was concertmaster for the Peninsula Music 
Festival in Wisconsin, U.SA. Dr. Erich Schwandt 
gave two lectures as part of the University of Iowa's 
Bach Symposium in May 1985, and played the Goldberg 
Variations at the School of Music in October. 

Individual faculty members' high level of performance 
continued to be reflected outside the university as well as 
on campus. Prof. Bernard Turgeon sang the role of 
“Valentine" in Pacific Opera's production of Faust, and 
in September 1985 sang “Leporello" in Mozart's Don 
Giovanni. Other UVic faculty contributed to these 
critically-acclaimed productions, including conductor 
Timothy Vernon and vocal coach and accompanist 
Teresa Turgeon. Bernard Turgeon also sang “Louis 
Riel" in the CBC production of the same name, which 
was broadcast on the CBC's “Saturday Afternoon at the 
Opera." Profs. Robin Wood and Jaroslav Karlov sky 
taught for the J.J. Johannesen International School 
during the summer of 1985, and they were joined by other 
faculty as performers in the concerts of the Victoria 
International Festival. Dr. George Corwin was music 
director of the Festival's Contemporary Music 
Ensemble, whose members included Profs. Richard 
Ely, Lanny Pollet, and Mary Rannie. Prof. Louis 
Ranger’s performances included a solo trumpet recital 
at UVic, accompanied by Prof. Bruce Vogt, pianist, as 
well as solo appearances at the University of 
Saskatchewan and at the 1985 International Trumpet 
Guild meeting at Albuquerque, New Mexico. Pianist 
Eva Solar-Kinderman performed several works in 
recitals with cellist Linda Hougland-Daniels at UVic 
during this period. 

Prof. Jesse Read’s “Music of Francois Devienne", a 
solo record featuring six sonatas for bassoon and 
fortepiano, was released world-wide under the Etcetera 
Label, Amsterdam, in 1984. Read also gave solo recitals 
at the Arts Club Theatre in Vancouver and at UVic. In 
January 1985, Read performed two solo concert! by 
Anton Hertel and Antonio Laube with the CBC 
Vancouver Chamber Orchestra, and in April he went on 
tour as principal bassoonist with the Netherlands 
Chamber Orchestra, playing concerts in Calgary, 
Toronto, Chicago, and many other major centres, 
including Lincoln Center in New York City. In July Read 
played principal bassoon at the Carmel, California Bach 
Festival, and in the fall of 1985 played in the opening 
concert of the Vancouver New Music Society, 
performing works of composer Prof. Rudolf Komorous 
for a CBC national broadcast. 

Several new works by Prof. Komorous were 
performed during this period, including his Wang-Wei 
Songs, which were among the numerous works by 
Komorous broadcast on the CBC. His Serenade for 
Strings was recently recorded for CBC Records by the 
CBC Vancouver Orchestra, Mario Bernard! conducting. 
A special live broadcast on CBC Stereo of the opening 
concert of the 1985/86 season of the Vancouver New 
Music Society featured the premiere of Li CWing Chao 
Madrigals by Prof. Komorous, as well as his Twenty- 
Three Poems About Horses, and his Fumon Manga. 
While on study leave during 1984-85, Prof. John Celona 
composed “Possible Orchestras (at the 21st Harmonic)" 


for four-channel computer-synthesized tape. The work 
has been awarded three prizes: the 1984 International 
NEWCOMP Award (Boston), the 1984 Concordia 
Electroacoustic Composers' Group (Montreal), and the 
1985 13th International Electroacoustic Competition 
(Bourges, France). It will be broadcast on 21 radio 
networks in 19 countries and played in concert in 10 
countries. Dr. Celona is currently working on a music 
commission for Expo '86. 

The School continued its scholarly activities in 
musicology and music history. In December 1984, Prof. 
Phillip Young received a Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council Grant that enabled him to 
research the Scherer family of Bavaria, makers of 
woodwind instruments in the 18th century. Prof. Young 
gave a paper on this topic in May 1985 at the joint 
meeting in Boston of the American Musical Instrument 
Society and the Galpin Society of London, where he was 
elected to a third term on the Board of Governors of the 
American Musical Instrument Society. His paper, “The 
Scherers of Butzbach", will appear in expanded form in 
the Galpin Society Journal. Dr. Gordana Lazarevich, 
Director-elect of the School, completed the manuscript of 
her book A Passion for Canada: The Musical World of 
Frances James and Murray Adas kin, and participated 
in the production of a television documentary on James 
and Adaskin that was widely broadcast across Canada. 
Dr. Lazarevich's critical edition of the 18th-century 
intermezzo Livietta e Tracollo by Pergolesi is being 
published by Pendragon Press in New York as part of the 
Collected Works of Pergolesi. In June, 1985, theMaggio 
Musicale Fiorentino, a major annual music festival in 
Florence, performed this intermezzo together with the 
serious opera Adriano in Siria, according to the 18th- 
century tradition. This was the first performance of 
these two works together since the 18th century. Dr. 
Lazarevich's edition was used as the basis for the 
production and she was invited to Florence to attend the 
opening performance as a consultant. Program notes for 
the performance were based on her preface to the edition. 

Dr. William Kinderman gave several papers, had 
works published, gave various performances and 
received a major research grant from the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council for work on the 
compositional genesis of Wagner's Parsifal in Bayreuth 
and Munich. Dr. Kinderman also received a research 
grant from UVic to study the compositional process of 
Gustav Mahler at the Pierpont Morgan Library in New 
York City. His publications include an article entitled 
“Die Diabelli-Variationen von 1819" in Zu Beethoven, 
published in Germany, and a review and commentary on 
the Wagner Festival at Bayreuth which appeared in 
19th-Century Music, in 1984. At the Regional Meeting of 
the American Musicological Society hosted at UVic last 
April, Kinderman read a paper entitled “Wagner's 
Parsifal: Musical Form and the Drama of Redemption", 
which will be published in the Journal of Musicology. 
Kinderman also gave lecture recitals on Beethoven's 
Diabelli Variations in Hannover, Germany, at UBC, 
and at Columbia University in New York. In October 
1984 he presented a paper on Beethoven's last quartets 
at the Beethoven Symposium at Bonn, Germany. 
Another paper, “The Genesis and Structure of 
Beethoven's Violin Sonata iii G, Opus 96," was 
presented in connection with the aforementioned 
performance of the work by Paul Kling and Robiii 
Wood at Montreal. Dr. Kinderman's performances 
include a piano recital at UVic in October 1984 devoted 
to works of Beethoven, and a performance of Mozart's G 
major Variations for piano duet with Eva Solar- 
Kinderman in a faculty chamber music concert. 

Prof. Michael Longton spent much of 1984 preparing 
for the School's new computer music system, bought 
with aid from the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council. In October 1984 Longton presented a 
paper entitled “Sculpt: A Top-Down Composing 
Language" at the International Computer Music 


Conference in Paris, France. At the same conference, 
Douglas Collinge read a paper entitled “Moxie: A 
computer Music Language for Performance". In March 
1985, Collinge utilized two coupled Apple computers for a 
computer music performance entitled “Patchwork" with 
Daniel Scheldt at Open Space Gallery. Collinge is 
currently preparing a work for Expo '86 utilizing the 
“Movement-Sensitive Sound System" developed in 1984 
to interface the movements of dancers to a musical 
process. 

In December 1984, Prof. Bruce More was guest 
conductor for the Victoria Symphony and Choral 
Society in a performance of The Messiah at the Royal 
Theatre. He also conducted the UVic Chamber Singers 
in the Music of Harry Somers with the Victoria 
Symphony in March 1985. More's article, “Sight Singing 
and Ear Training at the University Level" was 
published in the Choral Journal in March 1985. Prof. 
Frank Churchley recently completed a junior high 
school textbook on music in (Canada, which was 
commissioned by the Collier-MacMillan Company. 
Churchley also served as a consultant with the 
Provincial Music Curriculum Committee of Alberta in 
the summer of 1985. 

The School's reputation brought faculty members a 
number of invitations to teach and adjudicate. Prof. 
Robin Wood taught master classes and adjudicated 
festivals in Edmonton, Chilliwack, Surrey, and 
repeatedly in Vancouver. Louis Ranger taught master 
classes in Saskatchewan, and Jesse Read adjudicated 
in the Alberta Provincial Music Festival at Lethbridge. 
Prof. Bruce Vogt gave numerous recitals and 
workshops during this period, including a solo recital 
and master class at Lakehead University, two solo 
appearances with the Thunder Bay Symphony 
Orchestra, and solo recitals at Cleveland State 
University and the University of Western Ontario. Vogt 
also performed in a UVic recital with violist Jaroslav 
Karlovsky, and he acted as adjudicator for the 
Whitehorse Music Festival in the Yukon in March 1985. 

In the fall of 1984, Prof. Lanny Pollet was guest 
soloist with the University Wind Symphony, performing 
Vivaldi's “Concerto in C major" for piccolo. In the spring 
of 1985, Pollet performed in recital with Bruce Vogt and 
Linda Hougland-Daniels, featuring works by Enesco, 
Bartok, and Mozart. Thomas Eadie played principal 
trombone with the Victoria Symphony in February 1985, 
taping two television shows for CBC national broadcast. 
Gene Dowling conducted an ensemble of thirty tuba 
and euphonium players with the Victoria Symphony for 
the Christmas program at the Royal Theatre in 
December 1984. His group, the Victoria,Tuba Christmas 
Ensemble, was also featured on the CBC's National 
Journal and on CTV regional news. The University of 
Victoria Contra Consort and the Victoria Tuba 
Ensemble then produced' a long play 7" record called 
“Tunes for Tubas", with the proceeds going towards 
scholarships for low-brass at UVic. In November 1984, 
Dowling was featured soloist with the Port Angeles 
Symphony, playing Vaughn Williams “Concerto for 
Tuba in F Minor". 

Prof. Jeanne Letourneau is retiring in April 1986 
after seven years of service at the School of Music. 
Letourneau recently became Director of the new Opera 
in Concert programme of the Pacific Opera Victoria. 

The students of the school continued to demonstrate 
well-earned success. Two scholar-pianists. Eve 
Egoyan and Laurie-Jeanne,Xister were awarded 
foreign-study scholarships tor advanced study in West 
Berlin and Vienna, respectively. Gloria Wong received 
the Victoria Medal for the highest Grade Point Average 
in the Faculty of Fine Arts in 1984-1985.

More music

Since the first class graduated from the 
Faculty of Law in 1978, UVic has sent 
seven graduates to serve as law clerks 
for the Justices of the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 

That superb record is about to be 
improved upon with another appoint¬ 
ment for this fall and two next year. 

Ron SX^lrood who will graduate in 
law in May will serve as a law clerk to 
Mr. Justice William McIntyre, begin¬ 
ning in September. 

In September of 1987 UVic will send, 
for the first time in one year, two clerks 
to the Supreme Court. Freya Kristjan- 
son and Frank Falzon will go to Ottawa 
to work in Justice McIntyre’s chambers. 

There are a maximum of 18 clerkships 
to the Supreme Court provided each 
year and the competition is of a very 
high calibre among graduating students 
from Canada’s 22 Law Faculties. UVic 
Law is one of the youngest and smallest 
Faculties.

“Our record in clerkships to the 
Supreme Court is quite impressive and it 
contributes significantly to the reputa¬ 
tion of this Faculty,” says Dean of Law 
William Neilson. “So far as I am aware,” 
the Dean noted, “this marks the first 
time that a Canadian law school has 
placed two of its graduates with the 
Supreme Court in the same year. It’s a 
remarkable tribute to a young Faculty 
and a superb student body.” 

The importance of a Supreme Court 
clerkship is summed up by this year’s 
UVic representative. “It is a very exci¬ 
ting time with so many Supreme Court 
decisions on issues dealing with the 
Charter of Rights,” says Skolrood. 
“They are setting the tone for how the 
law will develop in Canada over the next 
25 to 50 years. To be there when that is 
happening is a great opportunity.” 

Skolrood, 24, of Lethbridge, Alta., gra¬ 
duated from the University of Leth¬ 
bridge in 1983 with a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in English. While attending the 
University of Lethbridge he accumula¬ 
ted an outstanding academic record and 
was chosen the university’s scholar- 
athlete of the year in 1982. He played 
varsity volleyball at Lethbridge for 
three years. 

The recipient of a $4,500 Law Founda¬ 
tion Entrance Scholarship when he 
entered the Faculty of Law at UVic in 
September of 1983, Skolrood has won 
several scholarships and awards during 
his three years at UVic, including the 
Lawson, Lundell, Lawson and McIn¬ 
tosh Scholarship, the Wooten Scholars¬ 
hip and the Ladner Downs Prize in 
Apellate Advocacy.

He was twice a member ot the UVic 
team which competed in the Gale Moot 
Competition in Toronto. He is the 1985- 
86 vice-president of the Law Student’s 
Society at UVic. Skolrood will begin arti¬ 
cling in 1987 with the firm of Lawson, 
Lundell in Vancouver. 

Kristjanson, of Ottawa, graduated 
from Queen’s University in Kingston 
with an honors B.A. in Political Science 
in 1983 and worked for a year as a fede¬ 
ral parliamentary intern. While at 
Queen’s, she won the Arts and Science 
Undergraduate Society Award for 
“significant contributions to university 
life” and was on the Dean’s Honor List 
for two years. 

Kristjanson also received a Law Foun¬ 
dation Entrance Scholarship when she 
entered the Faculty of Law at UVic in 
September of 1984. She received the Ber¬ 
tha Wilson Scholarship in 1985 as the 
top female student in the first year of the 
LL.B. program and the Annie Cadby 
Memorial Scholarship for the highest 
standing in the introductory course on 
Constitutional Law. 

Now finishing her second year of stu¬ 
dies, Kristjanson is the first UVic stu¬ 
dent to be awarded an Asia Pacific 
Summer Scholarship v/ith Baker and 
McKenzie, a huge international law firm 
with 850 lawyers and offices in more 
than 25 countries.

She will spend two months, beginning 
in May, in the Singapore office of Baker 
and McKenzie and also work in the 
Hong Kong and Toronto offices. The 


scholarship offers an introduction to the 
practice of an international law firm 
and is the first awarded to a law student 
in Western Canada. 

Falzon, of Kimberley, B.C., graduated 
at the top of his class from Selkirk Senior 
Secondary School in 1981 and received a 
Lion’s Club Scholarship and UVic Presi¬ 
dent’s Entrance Scholarship upon enrol¬ 
ling at UVic that year. 

He spent three years as an undergra¬ 
duate in Arts and Science, majoring in 
history and gained an early acceptance 
to the Faculty of Law in 1984. He recei¬ 
ved a President’s Scholarship during 
each year of his undergraduate career 
and earned other prizes and awards. 

Falzon has won seven scholarships 
and prizes in the Faculty of Law inclu¬ 
ding the Professor S.W. Jackman Prize 
as the top student in the first year of the 
law program. He also won the Victoria 
Bar Association Scholarship, the Woo- 
ton Scholarship, the Torts Prize and the 
Allan Higenbottam Prize for the highest 
standing in the Law, Legislation and 
Policy course. 

Falzon was with Skolrood on the Moot 
Court team which competed in the Gale 
Cup competition in Toronto in 1986.

Summer job prospects promising for students

According to the forecasts, it looks like 
an excellent year in Victoria for summer 
jobs for students. 

“We’re expecting Expo ’86 to create a 
lot of short-term jobs in restaurants, 
hotels and the tourism industry in 
general in Victoria,’’says Brian 
Stevenson, supervisor of the Canada 
Employment Centre for Students. 

The Centre opens April 28 at 723 
Johnson Street and Stevenson urges 
UVic students looking for summer jobs 
to come in at the earliest possible 
opportunity. 

“We placed 2,300 students through the 
Centre in 1985 and we’re expecting to 
place more this year,” says Stevenson, a 
Master of Education student at UVic 
and a member of UVic’s Board of 
Governors. The average wage for these 
summer jobs was about $5 an hour. 

Stevenson, who has worked the past 
two summers as a student placement 
officer for Canada Employment, is in 
charge of an office with eight placement 
officers, most of them UVic students. 

Students must come into the office, 
open from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. to 
register for summer work and speak to a 
student placement officer. To be eligible 
for jobs through the Centre, a student 
must be a full-time student this year and 
plan to be full-time in September. 

Job placements can include 
everything from a full-time summer job 
to a day or half-day of work. 

Stevenson said the Centre provides a

The Faculty Rural Student Grants campaign 
has raised $22,000 In donations to March 20 
this year, reports Dr. Bill Pfaffenberger, 
chairman of the faculty scholarships and 
grants campaigns and former president of the 
Faculty Assoclalton. Pfaffenberger points out 
that the monies are matched three-for-one 
from other sources, so the endowment now 
totals $88,000 which will provide eight or nine 
$1,000 faculty rural student grants In 
perpetuity. “Our campaign and the matching 
funds agreement will end on Dec. 31, 1986,” 
says Pfaffenberger. “I hope anyone who hasn’t 
donated to this worthwhile cause will give It 
serious consideration. We hope the average 
donation will be $200 in order to meet our 
anticipated goal of $50,000.” Donations are tax 
deductible and can be made by monthly payroll 
deduction. Pfaffenberger notes that the 
participation rate of rural high school 
graduates In university Is only six per cent and 
this percentage is dropping. ‘‘This figure 
certainly shows the urgent need for us to 
support these needy students In every way 
possible.”

local businesses. Employers can call the 
Centre where applicants are pre¬ 
screened and the top three or four sent 
for interviews. “We fill most of our orders 
from employers within 24 hours,” he 
says. 

Householders can also phone the 
Centre at 388-3458 for odd jobs such as 
yard work or cleaning up the basement. 
“Call us and we’ll find someone to do the 
job,” says Stevenson. 

Stevenson advises students looking 
for summer work to use the Centre as 
only one part of their job-search 
techniques. 

They should tell friends they are 
looking for work, write down the kinds of 


jobs they like and make a list of the 
places where these jobs might be 
available. They should drop off resumes 
at these places. 

“Students should read the newspapers 
for jobs and be realistic about the kinds 
of jobs available in the Victoria area. 
The most likely jobs are those in the 
hospitality industry.” 

Stevenson points out that the Canada 
Employment Centre for Students offers 
consultation on resume preparation and 
job research techniques. 

Students can register for summer work 
at the Canada Employment Centre on 
campus, in University Centre, until 
April 28 when the summer employment 
office moves to Johnson Street.
